foꝛe tok him away in his ſoꝛe diſpleafure : and ſo eſtabliſheth 


his conenant with Dauid, vnto whom the crowne and king⸗

Wherefo:e the wꝛath of the Loꝛd was fo greatly ſtirred 
vp againff them, that he gaue them into the handes of the 
kings of Aſhur, as bnto Pul-aſhur, Tiglath Pileſſer, and 
Salmaneſar, enen into the hands J ſay, ofthe kings of Aſhur 
vpon whom they doted: and they diſcouered their ſhame,and 
toke away their ſonnes and daughters, and ſlew with 
the ſwoꝛd, and whp-becanſe they would not obey the voyce of 
the Lozd their God, but tranſgreſſed his couenant : that is all 
that Moſes the ſeruant ofthe Loꝛd had commanded them, and 
woulde nepther obey them noꝛ doe them. And thereſdꝛe E- 
phraim became vnto the Loꝛd as an abhominable bꝛanch, and 
he vnto them as a moth, and as a very Lion:yea they became 
vnto him Loammy, that is, not his people, and therfo:e ould 
not he be their God. Foz when he ſaw that this rebellious II- 
rael, euen Aholah which is Samaria, had plaped the harlot 
when the was, he taſt her away, and gaue her a bill ot di- 
noꝛcement. And pet loꝛ all this was not her rebelllious ſiſter 
but ſhe went and playde the harlot likewiſe, 
euen leruſalem, which is a holy bath, the other two Tribes, 
Iuda and Beniamen, euen they his pleaſaunt plant defiled 
themlelnes with inoꝛdinate lone moze then the other, with 
their foznications moꝛe then p other with their foznications: 
fo2 accozding to the number of their cifties were their Gods, 
and acco2ding to the number of their ſfreetes of Icruſalem did 
they ſet vp altars of confuſton, even altars to burne incenſe

Beſides, it was ſo 
farre from their delight, as that they had ſcarce read ſo much 
therof.as that one part which told them that the ſtone which 
they would refuſe,ſhould be made the head of the coꝛner. And 
| therefoze becauſe they had thus calf off the law ofthe Loꝛd of 
| hoffes, and would not beleene the wzitings of Moſes and the 
pꝛophetes, all which would haue led them vato Chꝛiſt: No 
maruell was it though he caſt of them:neither that he ſhould 
take from them, that little vnderſtanding which they ſemed 
to haue, accoꝛding as he telleth his Diſciples: ſaping, To 
him that hath, ſhall be giuen in mode aboundance, and to him 
that hath not, ſhall be taken away euen that little which he 
ſcmoth to haue. So that to thoſe that had a deſtre to know þ 
* boke of God, which painted them cut the Meſſias, to them it 
was giuen to know the ſecrets of p kingdome of heauen: but 
 foall thoſe that caſt it oft, to them it was not giuen. So that 
in them was fulfilled the pzopheſte of Eſaias, which pꝛopheſie 
ſatth, by hearing they ſhould heare, but not vnderſtand, & ſer⸗ 
ing they ſhould ſer, but not perceiue. And the reaſon was, loꝛ

Nowe his voyce 
was, that they ſhould continually meditate in his lawe, the | 
which ſhould lead them vnto Chꝛiſt: but they did not x ther⸗ 
foze well woꝛthy to be blinded as pou ſet:ſoꝛ men mult learne | 
to heare the vayce ofthe Loꝛd, while it is called to dap, and to 
take herde how they harden their hearts when the vopce of 
God doth cal, leaſt when they would they ſhaloffen call them 
ſelues, and not be hard. Nowifiudgement begin at the houle 
ol the Loꝛd in this ſoꝛt as vou ſœ, what ſhall we thinke befell 
the reſt of the nations befoze p comming of our ſauiour into 
the woꝛld! Surely they eſcaped not: ſoꝛ þ Loꝛd hath rendꝛed 
vengeance vnto all thoſe that haue not knowne him, which 
haue not obeped vnto the Goſpel of our Loꝛd and ſauiour Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſt: not onely vnto the Iewes and the citie Ieruſalem 
where his name ſhould haue been callsd on; who maſt of all 
deſerued it, becauſe moſt graces were offered vnts them but 
alſo vnto all nations in the woꝛld hath he ſent the cup of the 
wine of the greatnes ot his indignation, and hath entered in⸗ 
to indgement with all fleſh: fozamuch as they haue not deſi 
red the knowledge of his holy lawes: and fozaſmuch as he 
leſt not himſelle without witneſſe to any nation, in as much 
as he gaue them raine from heauen and fruitfull ſeaſons, and 
filled them with all god things in great aboundance. Ther⸗ 
foꝛe all thoſe nations oꝛ people that haue refuſed the know⸗ 
ledge of him, he hath alſorefuſed them. And as they regarded | 
not to know him aright by his holy woꝛde, neither had any 
delight at al therein, but caſt᷑ it off;euen ſo hath he caſt off tht 
and giuen them bp into repꝛobate minds, as the apoſtle ſaith.

Loꝛd acco2ding to the rule of his owne moſt perfect woꝛd (as 
the faithfull company of Chꝛiſtians ought to do) vpon them 
J ſap, that would nat ſo do, ſhonlde fall no part of that grati⸗ 
ous rapne the doctrine ofthe Pꝛophets and Apoſtles. And 
moꝛeouer it was further ſaid, That whoſoeuer they were that 
ſhould be found fighters againl this city and the King there» 
ol, ſhould be ſmitten with a very great plague, euen with ſo 
great a plague, as that itſhold conſume both their fleſh,epes, 
and toonges: and therefo:e accoꝛding to theſe pꝛopheſtes it 
was reuealed bnfo ohn pꝛeſently vpon the deffruction ofthe 
low Ieruſalem, in what ſozt the heauenly ſhould be built, and 
who they were that fought, and ill woulde fight againlt the 
ſame: which were the Romane Emperdurs, and the Popes 
their ſucceſſoꝛs, which popes moſt vehemently ſhould conti 


with the low: and likewiſe a certaine time ſhould continue it 
againſt the high. Therefoze we are here to conſider the ſkate 
of Rome, and to marke how the Loꝛd hath reſerued them as 
a coꝛpoꝛation of molt filthy beaſts, and as a cage of vncleane 
kytes for his wꝛath to apme at white the wozlde ſhal ſtande. 
And why ſos Euen becauſe that by their pollicis was — 
king of this high Teruſalem the K.o2de of life crucified, and 

beeaule that this his city the company sf faithful Chꝛiſtians, 
by them ſhould continuallp be perſecuted: x likewiſe ſoꝛ that 
they would refuſe to be noꝛiſhed by thoſe waters of life, euen 
the molt pure doctrine of the holy pꝛophets x apoſfles;and fo:

Beal hath not one · p boꝛowed from Aſhur, that is, from the 
| Babylonians, Medes # Perſians, the Lyons mouth and beares 
ſeete: noꝛ from Kittim all ready dead, that is, from the Gre- 
cians, the Lcopardes colour:no2 from Gog 4 Magog, that is 
from Syria and Egypt, the tenne hoꝛnes and teeth ; but hath 
alſo th. Dragon that olde ſerpent ready, even to giue him his 
Whole tone, power, and authozitp likewiſe: and onelp to the 
uitent he might be the moze able to make warre agaynſt this 
ci'y of fapthfa:l Chꝛiſtians, and that ſo he might be able to 
guercome them, æ to ſoꝛce them to fozſake the ſvoꝛde ot God, 
| the teſtimony which they maintapned:and foto haue them 

to do woꝛſhip vato him, and tothe Dꝛagon who gaue him

Lambe, pet the voyce being the ſelfe + ſame, yu map knows 
him hotwſoener he tranſto:mcth himſelfe. Jt is good fo2 you 
here then fo conſider the voyce both of the one x of the other: 
| The voyce ofthe ſerpent and ol the beaſt commaundeth that 
which God fozbiddeth, and ſoꝛbiddeth that which God com⸗ 
mandeth:euen fo doth the vopce of this cotunterfeite Lambe. | 
As foz example, The vopce of God ſoꝛbiddeth the making of 
grauen images tg bow downe vnto them:;but þ vopceof this 
connterfeite lambe commandeth the making ol them and the 
bowing vatothem . The voyce of God commandeth pꝛayer 
to be made vnto him alone, and not vnto any other: but the 
voyte ofthis counterfaite lambe fozbiddeth pꝛaier to be made 
vnto God alone, and commandeth it to be made vato Saints 
withal. The vopce of God ſaith, that whoſoeuer he be that be⸗ 
lencth in Chriſte his ſonne ſhall be ſure to haue pardon of 
his ſinnes thꝛough the ſhedding of his molt pꝛecious blood: 
but the vopce ofthis counterfeit lambe ſaith, that whoſocner 
he be that will beleenehim, he ſhall beſare to haue pardon 
fo2 his ſinnes thꝛough the blood of the leaden Bultes, which 
fo: his mony he will ſend him. The vopce of God ſayth that 
better were it fo2 his miniſters fo ſpeake fiue woꝛdes in the 
church to the vnderſtanding ol his people, that ſo they might 
fap Amen thereunto, then to ſpeake ten thouſand in a ſtrange 
tongue, vnto the which the people can not ſay Amen: but the 
vovce of this connterfeite lambe ſaith, better is it foꝛ his mi⸗ 
niſters to ſpeak ten hundꝛeth thouſand in a ſtrange language 
vnto the which the people cannot ſay Amen, then to ſpeake 
one woꝛde to their vnderſtanding, leaſt ſo they ſhoulde ſpye 
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out their knauerp. Againe, the voyce or God commaundeth 
vs not to abſtaine from meates but to abſtaine from ſinne, 
and telleth vs that it is not the meate which a man eateth that 
can defile him, but the ſinne that reſteth in his hart: and pet 
dare the voyce ol this con1terfaite lambe command men to 
abſtaine from meates: and to make them bel&ne that vnles 
they do ſo vpon ſuch daies as he appointeth, they ſhal not on⸗ 
ly be deũled ther with, but alſo be damned fo? euermoꝛe there- 
by, eſpectally if they eate but a bit vpon good Fryday.

And thus pou ſ& how plainely God hath noted vnto pou, the 
markes not only of the firſt beaſt, but alſo ofthis counterfeite 
Lambe the ſecond, whoſe vopce is all one with the third that 
deceined Adam, ⁊ all thꝛe ſpeake the woꝛdes of the Dꝛagon, 
that is, of the very deuill himſelfe, whoſe rage not withſfan - 
ding was moſt fiercely exerciſed in the firſt beaſt the Romane 
Emperours loꝛ the ſpace of thꝛæ hundzeth pe&res: pet could 
he not ſo pꝛeuaile by them, but that many fade as couragi⸗ 
ous Lions moſt manfully fo the truth.
